These are the days of heavy 
taxation. 

Taxes to right of us, taxes to 
left of us, taxes in front of us, 
taxes on top of us. 

Federal, state, county and city, 
they are absorbing too much of 
our earnings, preventing enough 
of our incomes going into savings. 

It is a singular and significant 
fact that the local taxes are the 
heaviest part of the load. We 
think the ſederal government with 
its heavy income and other war 
taxes, takes the most liberal slice.
